2. In the course of this interview, which took place ; 
in an atmosphere of mutual understanding, the Ambas- I 
sador informed the President of the Republic: (a> of '.

offensive armament built up in Cuba by the Soviet \

3. Emphasis was laid on the importance attaching to 
the role of the Government of the Republic of Haiti, 
Cuba's neighbour, and to the services which the armed \ 
forces of Haiti, the National Security Volunteers : 
(VSN; and the public are called upon to render in ' 
keeping watch on the Haitian coasts and m defending 
Western democracy. 

4. The United States Ambassador handed to Pre- 
sident Duvaiier, whose devotion to spiritual values, and 
whose anti-communist position are well known, a 
special message from Mr. John F. Kennedy, the Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, urgently re- 
questing the Haitian Government's co-operation in the 
grave Cuban situation, in the face of which any political 
differences which may have arisen between the peoples : 
of the Americas are insignificant. 

5. The United States Ambassador explained that he 
had hope for the future and that, once the Cuban 
crisis had been overcome in close Haitian- American 
co-operation, it would strengthen more and more. 
between the Governments of President Duvaiier and 
President Kennedy, the good-neighbour policy that is 
so much in keeping with both peoples' traditions.
